Vicente Blasco Ibanez 


This distinguished Spanish statesman and author delivered a wonderfully 
interesting address in Spanish before the members of the local chapter of the 
American Association of Teachers of Spanish, at Polytechnic High School 
Auditorium on Saturday evening, January 31. There were about 500 persons 
present representing probably the most select of the Spanish speaking resi- 
dents of the city. Their frequent applause and laughter proved their keen 
appreciation of the wit and eloquence of the orator who revealed in his address 
many of the elements which had made him a popular idol in the realm of 
fiction the world over, through his ever-growing popularity as novelist and 
interpreter of life. 


All of the great men and women who have come to America from Spain in 
the last few years have been quick to recognize the importance of the teaching 
of Spanish in the public schools and colleges of the land as tending more to 
the glorifying of old Spain and the recognition of her literary ideals than 
toward the increasing or cementing of our commercial relations with Spanish 
America. While Mr. Ibaéfiez may have come to this country to carry out a 
commercial proposition of his own, he is enough of a patriot and a statesman 
to recognize that his first task is to deliver a message to the educational 
institutions of this country and its purpose that of restoring the Spaniards to 
the place they formerly held among the doers and thinkers of the world. 


Mr. Blasco Ibéfiez is especially fitted for tha carrying out of this mission, 
as Professor de Setién, of the University of Southern California, showed in his 
brief words of introduction, because he has been a man of action, a well-known 
party-leader in the Cortes, and an organizer of large enterprises in one of the 
most modern of the Spanish) republics of America. Professor de Setién espe- 
cially emphasized the fact that the speaker of the evening had been proved 
in a dozen ways, not to be a mere dreamer and enthusiast, but a sane, 
forceful critic and a keen observer of the things that work for the upbuilding 
of the best in our modern, civilization. . 


It is impossible to give here more than a mere outline of the address that 
followed. Blasco Ibafiez began by stating his wonder and satisfaction in the 
fact that a large part of the teachers of Spanish are Americans and not 
foreigners, a sign of their sympathy with Spain, but more of their prophetic 
vision of the intimacies that must come to exist on a continent in which there 
are virtually but two great languages used, the English and the Spanish. In 
a brief digression from this point he showed how thoroughly the Germans 
before the war had dominated the commercial situation in Latin-America 
because they had been teaching their young men Spanish at home for a 
generation. In proof of this he said that on one occasion while riding in a 
street car in Hamburg he fell into conversation with a Chilean gentleman, 
and within a few minutes after they had begun to converse, fourteen out of 
the thirty passengers were conversing together in Spanish. 


But Spain’s greatest contribution to the world is not in trade nor in 
science, but in its interpretation of life through its literature. For example, 
there are two sides to the character of each of us, the practical and the 
romantic. We swing back and forth between these two extremes. Never has 
there been written such a complete picture of the blending oof these two 
elements as in the immortal story of Don Quijote, in which the vagaries of the 
errant knight are offset by the homely philsophy of his squire, Sancho 
Panza. This story was written centuries before any other novel appeared, 
and it has never been surpassed, as it never loses its freshness for the reader. 
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Here the speaker took up a clever analysis of the sources and place of 
the epic, the drama, the lyric and the novel, and showed how it was given to 
the novelist to embody in his writings the elements for which each of these 
stands. As Sr. Blasco Ibafiez is himself a novelist, he came to the defense 
of his own and tried to show how he was the real interpreter, as well as the 
conserver, of the great facts of history. Two sentences are worthy of being 
quoted here: “The novelist is the magician who knows how to read without 
fault the history of the’ passing day and also to rightly dream what tomorrow 
will be”. “The historians are generally a group of men who tried to write 
novels and failed. History is nothing more than a novel which has come to 
pass; and a novel is a history which might well have been’. The speaker 
deprecated the wide-spread error that Spanish literature has fallen into decay. 
He said that it still held its place among the first, where in other years it had 
stood alone pre-eminent. 


The second half of the address was given up to a defense of Spain as a 
nation and as a people; and again he combatted the thought of decadence. He 
spoke of -her many enemies, of her long wars with the other nations of 
Europe and the hostility of Voltaire and others who had tried to blacken 
her character as a people worthy of a place among moderns. What really 
had brought about the exhaustion of Spain was not her lack of morals, or 
her lofty pride, as grandees out of the past, but the fact that she had given 
her best blood and energy to the founding of replicas of Spanish civilization in 
the New World where there are now twenty nations who are living as the lineal 
and spiritual descendants of the Old Spain of the days of Columbus. He showed 
how a visit to the Americas would show entire communities in which the real 
national spirit of the Spaniard had been more completely reproduced than in 
any of the colonies of England or France. Spain does not, need to dream of 
world domination; her ideals still live and are being perpetuated in all the 
Spanish speaking world.

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M. L. A. S. C. Spring Meeting 


The Spring Meeting of the M. L. A. will ve held Saturday, April 24th, 
in the Auditorium of the College of Law, U. S. C., Tajo Building, corner of 
Broadway and First street. The program will be as follows: 
10:00-10:45—Discussion of Predetermination Tests. Leader, Mr. A. J. 
Barnes of Alhambra High. 

10:45-11-15—-Demonstration class, “French Verbs,” by Madame James’, 
of Cumnock School of Expression. 

11:15-12:00—-Lecture by Captain Perigord.** 

12:00 —Meeting of Spanish and French Sections to elect officers. 


*Madame James is a talented native French teacher, who for some 
years has been on the faculty of the Cumnock School in Los Angeles. She 
has an excellent command of English and a thorough understanding of the 
“American” problems in the learning of French. Realizing the difficulties 
presented to our students by the more highly inflected French verb she has 
devised a method for impressing the correct forms and the subject relations 
upon the American pupil. This method she has kindly consented to dem- 
onstrate at the meeting on the 24th. 

We understand that Madame James expects to spend the summer in 
France. Knowing her professional enthusiasm and her deep interest in 
the progress of French instruction in this country, we suggest that the 
“Revolving Fund Committee’ and individual teachers consult Madame 


James as to the possibility of securing her aid in purchasing supplementary 
material abroad this summer. 


**Captain Paul Perigord is a teacher of French, Economics and Euro- 
pean History at California Institute of Technology (Throop College). When 
the war broke out Captain Perigord, who was then a student at Harvard, 
returned to France and enlisted. He received the Croix de Guerre and 
other decorations in recognition of personal bravery. 

As a representative of the French High Commission he toured this 
country in 1918, lecturing under the auspices of the Council of National 
Defense. The reputation as a lecturer which he then gained, together 
with his remarkable command of the English language, give assurance 
that the members of the association have a rare pleasure ahead of them. 

In this connection your attention is also called to the fact that the 
French Section is endeavoring to arrange a course of lectures in French in 
the near future, to be given on alternate Saturdays. Captain Perigord has 
agreed to favor the association with such a course, if sufficient interest in 
the plan is manifested by teachers of French and their friends. A return 
postal has already been sent to some 100 teachers asking for an expression 
of opinion on this proposed course. If you have failed to receive this 
enquiry and are interested, send word at once to Miss Alice M. Hindson, 
Polytechnic High School, Los Angeles. Further announcement will be 
made at the spring meeting on the 24th of April. 


L. A. Chapter of the A. A. T. S. Celebrates 
First Birthday. 


Last Saturday, April 10th, the L. A. Chapter of the A. A. T. S. held 
its annual banquet and election of officers at the “Roma” Café. The growth 
of the local organization during the past year was evident when seventy- 
eight persons responded. After the luncheon the President, Mr. G. W. 
Shield, read greetings from Mr. L. A. Wilkins, the National President, and a 
letter from V. Blasco Ibdfiez acknowledging the honor of being elected 
Honorary President of the L. A. Chapter. Professor Ramos introduced 
Sefior R. Gomez Robelo who gave a very interesting talk on the “Literature 
and General Characteristics of Mexico.’”’ The other guest of honor was 
Mr. C. Lummis who delighted his audience with reminiscences of early 
California. Mr. Williams then presented definite plans for a Circulating 
Library, and it was moved and seconded that the Executive Committee 
be instructed to prepare a list of suitable books and the data so that the 
plan can be put into operation as quickly as possible. The minutes of the 
previous meeting were not read but the secretary-treasurer reported one 
honorary, one life and ninety-four active members in the local organization. 
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A vote was taken on the feasibility of a trip to the Mission Inn at Riverside 
for the meeting June 5th, and it was decided to go. The secretary was 
instructed to gét necessary information and all those having machines were 
asked to invite friends or to notify Section of number of available seats.

National Bureau of International Correspondence 


“The National Peabody Bureau of International Educational Corres- 
pondence is authorized by the U. S. Government, the U. S. Bureau of Educa- 
tion and the French Ministry of Education, to promote educational letter- 
exchange between the thousands of pupils in France and Belgium who are 
studying English and the similar number of American pupils who are study- 
ing French. The bureau is now obtaining from the teachers of English in 
France and Belgium the names, addresses and personal qualifications of 
thousands of their pupils whom they recommend for this educational cor- 
respondence. These names and addresses of French students are classified 
by the bureau according to sex, age, preparation and main interests, so 
that a carefully selected French correspondent may be quickly found for 
any given American pupil. 

You are requested to enroll your French pupils on the enclosed sheet 
and send the enrollment directly to the bureau. From the bureau you will 
receive for each of your pupils a carefully chosen French correspondent 
of similar age, sex and interests. The several French correspondents chosen 
for any entire class will be thoroughly distributed throughout the most 
interesting and typical French centers. 

Under your supervision each of your pupils will write regular letters in 
English to his French correspondent, who will reply in French under the 
supervision of his teacher. Naturally there will be a wealth of enclosures, 
pictures and clippings accompanying this correspondence. In the most 
advanced stage the Americans will write in French and the French pupils 
in English. You will find this educational letter exchange one of the finest 
things you have ever tried. 

A similar bureau for Spanish, dealing with all Spanish-speaking coun- 
tries, will be opened in February or March. Will you please extend this 
information to any teacher of Spanish whom you may know? 


The expenses of the bureau are partly met by a permanent endowment 
whith we hope will soon be increased so that the services of the bureau will 
be free to all. At present, however, we are requesting a 10 cent fee for 
each pupil enrolled. These fees should be enclosed with the enrollment 


sheets. Any surplus from these fees will be added annually to the permanent 
endowment. 


The above statement was sent out recently to teachers of French 
throughout the country. In Los Angeles city the invitation has been ac- 
cepted gladly by more than a thousand pupils and the lists of correspondents 
are already coming back from Nashville. 

From the Director of the Bureau, Mr. Roehm, it is learned that the 
business men of the country are manifesting a keen interest in this move- 
ment for a systematic, nation-wide intercourse between the young people 
of America and other countries, seeing in such correspondence and the 
accompanying exchange of “realia’’ a splendid medium for each country to 
show its best culture to its neighbors. 

The Department of Modern Languages in Los Angeles is planning to 
stimulate and to direct this new activity along the broadest possible lines, 
and will shortly issue a special bulletin to the French and the Spanish 
students, pointing out the great possibilities which lie in this movement 
and giving hints as to how this correspondence may be made both most 
interesting and most valuable. It is planned to offer prizes for the best 
letters (and ‘“‘realia’’) prepared here for our ‘‘foreign correspondents.” 
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A NEW POLICY 


The object of the Modern Language Bulletin has never been that of 
money profit for the association. It has spread its copies as freely as 
possible for ‘‘samples’’ and has tried to enlist the co-operation of the 
widest possible circle of readers. But it has, up to the present time, never 
tried the policy of placing upon its regular mailing list all the modern 
language teachers of this part of the state, whether or not members of the 
association or subscribgars to the Bulletin. 

Beginning with this issue of the Bulletin, however, it has been decided 
to adopt the policy of the widest possible distribution of the Bulletin that 
the funds of the association will permit. This number is being sent to all 
modern language teachers in Southern California, to any others who were 
on our former ‘“‘associate”’ list, to ‘‘exchange’’ French and Spanish teachers 
in the seventy-five largest cities of the United States, and to numerous 
other modern language teachers outside of Southern California who have 
been our guests in recent years. 


The adoption of this new policy does not mean that our association 
is rolling in wealth. It means only that we are keenly desirous of serving 
as many modern language teachers as possible. We believe that the Bulletin 
will prove itself worth while to every live modern language teacher and 
that the great majority of those who receive it will be very glad to send us 
the small sum of 50 cents at which subscriptions are listed. A glance at 
the new members of the association, as recorded in this issue of the Bulletin, 
will show how many teachers have responded since the February number 
appeared. 

We are printing 600 copies of this issue. If you have any friend outside 
of Southern California who might enjoy the Bulletin, kindly send us the 
name for our mailing list.

A preliminary announcement of the 
Romance Language Schools of the 
Summer Session of Middlebury Col- 
lege, Vermont has just reached us.

A summer tour to Europe, visiting 
France, Italy, Switzerland, Belgium 
and England is being arranged by 
Thos.

A recent example of 
this tendency is well illustrated in 
the visit on April 15th of students 
from the French and the Spanish 
Teacher-Training classes of U. S. C. to 
the Modern Language Department 
headquarters of the Los Angeles City 
Schools. Professor Bissell, Professor 
Riddle, and Professor Schulz accom- 
panied their classes. 

Mr. Wheeler, Supervisor of Modern 
Languages for the Los Angeles Schools, 
gave a talk on the aims and methods 
which the department is striving to 
follow, explained some of the difficul- 
ties which the teachers of modern 
languages necessarily meet at the 


present time, and outlined some of the 
new work planned for the coming 
year. The remainder of the time was 
spent in examining new books and 
“realia”’. 


Professor Schulz, speaking on be- 
half of the University, announced that 
it might be possible next year for 
Professor de Setién to devote one or 
two hours a week to talks and con- 
ferences upon matters of greatest in- 
terest to the modern language teachers 
of this region. This service would be 
supplied gratis by the University and 
would be! open to all the modern lan- 
guage teachers in our schools.
